WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The 
average cost of erecting a one- 
family dwelling has increased 19 
per cent since 1921, statistics pub- 
lished by the Department of Labor 
disclose. The figures were taken 
from 257 cities, excluding those ex- 
ceeding 500,000 population. 

In 1921 the average expenditure 
was $3972, not including the cost 


of the lot, while in 1926 the cost 
was placed at $4725. During the 
| same period the cost per family in 
houses was advanced 


but 1.9 per cent, or from $4019 to 
$4095. 

In comparing cities having a 
population of more than 500,000. 
the lowest average building cost 
for the first half of 1927 was shown 
in St. Louis, where $3540 was paid 
for one-family dwellings. Chicago 
was the highest with $6440. 

Three boroughs of New York 
City surpassed Chicago, but the 
cost for New York, all boroughs, 
was $6184. For the first half of 
the present year Baltimore families 
paid -$3942 a dwelling, but Wash- 
ington, 40 miles away, paid $6337

Cross Unveiled Today in 
Arlington as Memorial to 
Americans Who Served 
With Dominion Troops. 


PRESIDENT AT TOMB 
OF UNKNOWN SOLDIER 


Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge Both 
Place Flowers—Armistice 
Day Programs in Other 
Countries. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—There 
Was a new note in the observance 
of Armistice day in the national 
capital. Dedicated to the memory 


of Americans who fought and fell 
beside her Own sons, the Govern- 
ment of Canada has erected at Ar- 
lington a magnificent cross of sac- 
rifice. It was unveiled today 
in a ceremony in which Canadian 
and American troops united. 

President Coolidge was host 
to the Canadian contingent <c* 
luncheon and a reception at the 
White House. 

It was the first time since the 
stirring war days that armed forces 
of another country, have passed 
through the streets of Washington. 
On Saturday the Canadian troops 
and bandsmen and their honor es- 
cort of Americangsoldiers will be 
reviewed by President Coolidge at 
the White House. ri \ 

Canadian Minister Speaks. 

The Canadian Minister of Na- 
tional Defense, Col. J. L. Ralston, 
Cc. M. G., D. S. O., presented Can- 
ada’s tribute. 

‘Canada and the United States 
were allies in the war, but that was 
not all.” he said. “‘We remember 
today that your brothers in blood. 
in our own forces, and shoulder 
to shoulder in the ranks. with our 
men, endured the toil and conflict, 
and we from Canada, your north- 
ern neighbor, come with our na- 
tion’s tribute to those who were in 
the truest sense our brothers in 
arms. 

“Nearly 60 years had 
since President Garfield here had 
said: ‘I love to believe that no 
heroic sacrifice is ever lost; that 
the characters of men are moulded. 
inspired by what their fathers have 
done, that treasured up in Ameri- 
can souls are all the unconscious 
influences of the great Anglo-Saxon 
race.”’ 

Symbol of Canada’s Good Will. 

“‘And so it was with these. Dovan 
throughout the ages the voices uf 
the fathers who had fought at 
Crecy and Agincourt called to the 
sons, and irrespective of flag. they 
heard the call, answered, and were 
brothers again. 

“The Cross of Sacriffce. the dis- 
tinctive British memorial, erected 
on all the known graves where 
British men and women lay who 
died in war service, carries to day 
Canada’s universal mark of love 
and remembrance. Its simple in- 
scription speaks for Canada: 
‘Erected by the Government of 
Canada in honor of the citizens of 
the United States who served in 
the Canadian army and gave their 
lives in the great war.’ 

“We, who earnestly seek to per- 
petuate the spirit of good will and 
neighberliness between us cannot 
mistake the message of this Cross—

British Invent a Slot for Wings 
—Zeppelin to Use Com- 
pressed Gas.

PARIS, Nov. 11.—Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, designer of Zeppelins, is 
about to complete a dirigible with 
which he can fly half way around 
the world, according to information 
Maj. Lester Gardener is taking to 
New York. He has been studying 
Evropean developments in aviation 
this year. 


The new Zeppelin will not use 
gasoline for fuei, but a compressed 
gas, which will quadruple its range, 
Maj. Gardner was told. 

However, he thinks the biggest 
advance made in aeronautics is the 
British invention of a safety slot 
for the wings of airplanes. 

“I went up in a plane with the 
new device and we _ deliberately 
stalled at 1800 feet, but instead of 
a tail spin we dropped 1200 feet 
under complete control, then came 
down with @ flat turn.” 

Maj. Gardner, who has been rep- 
resenting the Department of Com- 
merce at the international aviation 
congress in Rome, says Italy is pre- 
paring to defend her coast line 
from the air. She is building a new 
type of plane with 12 engines as 
part of aerial defense, but capable 
in peace time of carrying 100 pas- 
sengers. He believes European air 
routes soon will be on a paying 
basis and by next year will be in 
operation the year round, day and 


night.

Prof, Arthur Compton, at 
Washington U., 1920-23, 
and C. T. R. Wilson Get 
Award for Physics. 


FOR X-RAY-RADIO 
RESEARCH WORK 


Recognizes Discovery of 
Effecte in Physics Bearing 
His Name — Now Asso- 
ciated With Chicago U.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Nov. 11. 


—By decision of the Academy of 
Sciences today the Nobel prize for 
physics for 1927 will be divided 
between Prof. Arthur-Compton of 
Chicago and Prof. Charles T. R. 
Wilson of Cambridge University. 

Prof. Compton, whose research- 
es have been devoted largely to 
X-ray and radioactivity, receives 
the award for the discovery of the 
Compton process, 

Prof. Wilson is awarded his part 
of the prize for this method of ob- 
serving ‘ electrified particles. 

The Academy decided not to 
award the Nobel chemistry prize 
until 1928. 


Prof. Compton on Faculty of 
Washington U., 1920-23. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—Prof, an 
thur Compton, who will share the 
1927 Nobel prize for physics, has 
been professor of physics at the 
University of Chicago since 1923. 
He came here from Washington 
Universty of St. Louis, where he 
was head of the uepartment from 
1920-23. 

In 1919 he was awarded a Na- 

tional Research Fellowship and 
studied a year at Cambridge Uni- 
versity, preceding which he was in- 
structor at the University of Min- 
nesota and research physicist for 
the Westinghouse Lamp Co. 
, His book, “X-ray and Electrici- 
ty,” appeared in 1926. His re- 
search..at Chicago University has 
been concerned wtih the different 
phases of X-ray and radio activi- 
ties. 


Professor’s Discovery Known in 

Physics as “Compton Effect.” 

At Washington University today 
it was said that Prof. Compton, 
while professor of physics in that 
institution from 1920 to 1923, con- 
ducted many experiments that fi- 
nally led to the discovery for which 
he shares the Nobel prize. 

Discussing the discovery, Dr. Ar- 
thur L. Hughes, professor. of 
physics Wt the university, said: 

“It is erroneous to call the dis- 
covery a process. It is known in 
physics as the ‘Compton Effect.’ It 
proves that when X-rays fall upon 
a piece of matter the matter re- 
emits new X-rays different from 
the wave lengths of the original 
rays. 


“This is of great importance from 
a theoretical point of view, be-! 
cause there formerly were greatly 
conflicting theories in physics as 
to the nature of radiation. which 
includes light and X-rays. The 
wave theory of radiation predicts 
there shall be no change of wave 
length. The corpuscular theory of 
light predictg there shall be. The 
corpuscular theory regards light or 
radiation ag a shower of concen- 
trated particles. as would be ilius- 
trated by an explosion. It is this 
theory, now widely accepted, that 
is embodied in Prof. Compton's dis- 
covery.” 

Prof. Compton was born at Woos- 
ter, O.. and is 35 years old. He:- 
was graduated from Wooster Col-' 
lege and Princeton University. He, 
was instructor of physics at the 
University of Minnesota tn 1916-17 
and research physicist of the Wes- 
tinghouse Lamp Co., Pittsburg, in 
1917-19, when he also was a civilian 
associate of the United States Sig- 
nal Corps at work on development 
of airplane instruments.

Suicide of Other.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Two 
men committed suicide yesterlay 


in Hillside Cemetery, Plainfield, N. 
J.. Over graves where they had 
buried their wives. The act of the 
first apparently led the second to 
seek death in the same manner. 

One was Samuel Sabocher, 58 
years old, who had led a lonely 
existence on his farm near Plain- 
field since the death of his wife 
three years ago. The other was 
Albert R. F. Randolph, about the 
same age, a retired business man, 
who married a well-to-do woman 
of Easten, Pa., a year ago. His 
first wife had died a year before 
that. 

Randolph was in the cemetery 
yesterday morning when caretak- 
ers discovered the body of Saboch- 
er, lying not far from tue monu- 
ment he had erected in memory of 
his wife. Nearby was a shotgun, 
the muzzle at his left breast. A 
forked stick was used to press the 
trigger. 

Asked Question About Other. 

Clifford Coles, superintendent of 
the cemetery, thought Randolph 
extraordinarily curious about the 
past life of Sabocher. How long 
had his wife been dead? ~Had he 
lived alone or married again? How 
often had he come to the ceme- 
tery? Did he bring flowers? All 
these questions Randolph asked, 
and then remarked, ‘Yes, he niust 
have missed her terribly.” 

Coles had known Randolph 
when he was a merchant in Plain- 
field. For a year after Mrs. Ran- 
colph was buried, Coles said, Ran- 
dolph came to the cemetery’ with 
flowers almost every week, and 
sometimes every day. About a 
year ago he brought more flow- 
ers, and as he left the cemetery 
confided to Coles that he was 
going to marry again. Until yes- 
terday Coles did not see Randolph 

“Give my regards to the new 
Mrs. Randolph,” said Coles as he 
started to the morgue with Sa- 
bocher’s body. 

Used Old Pistol. 

“IT wanted to say something to 
cheer the. old fellow up,” Coles 
said later, “but he did not answer 
anything. I went on away.” 

Caretakers later saw Randolph 
walking slowly wp and down the 
path before the grave of his first 
wife. After a half hour they 
walked away, remarking that here 
was an unusually sincere mourner

PARIS, Nov. 11.—Mrs. Dorothy 
Cochran of New York will marry 
Prince Nicholgs Karageorgeovitch, 
first cousin of King Boris of Jugo- 
Slavia, at the Greek Orthodox 
Church, Nov. 15, it is announced. 
They will then leave for New York. 

The Prince's relationship to the 


Jugo-Slavian royal family is not 
questioned, but he is not recog- 
nized by thom and was cut off 
without a fortune. He had lived 
in Russia with his mother, divorced 
wife of Prince Arsenie, brother of 
old King Peter of Serbia. 

Since the Russian revolution he 
has been living in Paris, earning 
a living as best he could, He has 
been a professional dancer, «a 
chauffeur and a salesman, but is 
not considered to have lost caste 
on that account. ' 

His mother was Princes Aurora 
Demidoff and on her marriage to 
Arsenie in 1892 she was given the 
title of Princess di San Donato. The 
pair had two sons, Paul and Nich- 
olas, but were divorced after Nich- 
olas was.born in 1896. The father 
returned to Serbia taking Paul with 
him. As a young man Nicholas 
took his moffier’s side and never 
made any claims to recognition in 
Belgrade until after the revolution. 

Then, penniless, he asked to be 
recognized. But, although Jugo- 
Slavia has been friendly to Russian 
refugees, the Government refused 
to have anything to do with Prince 
Nicholas. Even his brother, Prince 
Paul, aid de camp to King Alex- 
ander, refused to recognize him. 
He even has been refused a Jugo-

Comments on American 
Press, Daily and Periodical, 


By Noted English Editor 


News Displayed With Extraordinary Skill, 
But Editorial Side Is Not Made Suffi- 
ciently Important, 


Says H. W. Steed. 


rer 


MERICAN newspapers’ are 
A “very smart on the news,” in 
the view of Henry Wickham 
Steed, former editor of the London 
Times, in St. Louis for the peace 
meetings of the last two days. 
“Your papers get the news more 
promptly and more fully than do 
the majority of our papers,” he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
who called on him at Hotel Chase. 
“In the hectic conditions in 
which you live, American papers 
display the news with extraordi- 
nary skill. Your headline system 
affords an easy method of scan- 
ning the contents, and I must ad- 
mit that I find it a convenience. 
Of the London dailies, the Express 
and the Herald are the most like 
American papers in their first page 
makeup and their headlines gen- 
erally, and I have found myself 
turning first to the Express or the 
Herald. After I have seen the 
news outlined in their headlines, 
then I may prefer to look up the 
body of the articles in the Times 
or the Mail. 


Headlines Are Fair, as a Rule. 

“As a rule, your headlines are 
fair, avoid editorial comment, and 
present the facts of the news well, 
That is a matter which all papers 
have to watch carefully. As edi- 
tor of the Times, I insisted that its 
headlines should be purely explan- 
atory, and that the writers should 
avoid use of words, particularly 
adjectives, which might prejudice 
any reader.” 

Having praised the news enter- 
prise of the American papers, Steed 
sounded a different note as to 
their editorial expressions. Here, 
clearly, he felt that the English 
papers were superior to the Ameri- 
can, 

“T do not think,” he said, “that 
the editorial side of American pa- 
pers is made sufficientiy important. 
The reader is not made to feel that 
the editor is the controlling mind 
of the paper, and is working to a 
definite policy. 


“In fact, one does not feel a 
definite policy in most of your pa- 
pers. The episodical features of 
daily life play a greater part than 
any underlying philosophy or pol- 
icy. And the episodical facts are 
hurled at the reader like machine 
gun bullets, without the appear- 
ance of definite aim or strategy. 

“TI do not mean that editorial 
policy should qualify the news dis- 
play or cause the suppression of 
news. The news must be printed, 
whatever effect it may seem to 
have on editorial views previously 
expressed. But careful watching of 
the news may prevent the publica- 
tion of editorial matter which the 
news developments do not bear 
out. 

Conferences of British 


“In she Times office, everybody 
knew what was to be the main 
subject of the editorial matter. At 
a certain time, let us say, it was 
Anglo-French relations. Everybody 
in the office knew that anything 
on that subject, whenever received, 
must go at once to the editor, or 
to some designated editorial wrif- 
er. Even the messenger boys knew 
it, and I have had a messanger boy 
rush into my office with matter 
which, he would suggest, might af- 
fect the leading article. I remem- 
ber that once a messenger’s sug- 
gestion of this sort kept a certain 
article from being printed. 

“At the Times, and at the Daily 
Mail when I was editor there, it 
was my custom to go into confer- 
ence with the editorial writers 
about 6:30 every evening, on the 
editoria] matter for next morn- 
ing’s paper. The conferences 
would last until 8:30 or later. I 
would discuss the leading articles 
with the writers, and it would 
then be their business to look up 
any necessary references, keep in 
touch with any news bearing on 
the subject that:might come in, 
and turn out the leading articles. 
Some matter I would personally 
write or dictate, but the usual 
thing was to leave the writing to 
the skilled leader writers. 

‘In oUr papers, the editor con- 
trols, and the manager must fol- 
low his directions. It is the edi- 
tor’s business to consult the pro- 
prietor on questions of policy. In

“Our postuffice has a rule,” he 
continued, “that no paper shall be 
distributed that is more than 50 
per cent advertising matter. They 
might close an eye if it were 55 
per cent, but it wouldn’t be safe to 
take the chance of going to 60.” 

Discusses the Post-Dispatch. 

A copy of a recent issue of the 
Post-Dispatch was before the vis- 
itor, with a three-column head on 
the Fall-Sinclair jury investigation, 
in Washington, at the right of 
the first page. 

“That is good,” he commented. 
“You were right in splashing on 
that. It is an important matter 
dealing with the administration of 
of justice.” 

“Splashing,” it appeared, is the 
English newspaper term for a fea- 
ture display of some particular 
piece of news.

World Prepared for Peace. 

Never before in history has the 
world been so well prepared for 
peace as it is today nor has greater 
progress been made toward peace 
than in the past year, Prof. Hud- 
son, a widely known peace advo- 
cate, told the Missouri teachers. 

“I do not say.” he explained, 
“that peace has been attained for 
all time to come. I certainly do 
not say that the League of Nations 
and the Permanent Court of Inter- 
nationa] ‘Justice and the habit of 
conference and the modern arbi- 
tration treaties afford a guaran- | 
tee that we shall have no more} 
great wars. What I do say is that | 
these agencies and methods are a | 
great advance on what existed bDe- | 
fore the war, that they give greater | 
scope to men’s intelligence and in- | 
genuity and imagination in their | 
service of peace, and that our gen- | 
eration has made and is making a 
notable contribution to dispelling 
that anarchy vhich led us to Ar- 
magedddon in 1914. 

“The armistice of 1918 will 
mean in history. not so much the 
cessation of a struggle, as a new 
beginning. of world organization. 
It will always mark tn point of 
time a great victory—not so much 
the victory of the United States, 
not so much the victory of the 
allies, as the beginning of the vic- 
tory of:our generation in organiz- 
ing the world for the processes of 
peace. 

“A question may be in the minds 
of some of you as to the role of 
the United States in the efforts 
which I have been describing. We 
were given to play a most impor- 
tant role in the War. We have 
remained outside the membership 
of the League of Nations. We had 
a part, an important part, in 
launching it, but as a nation we 
have made little contribution to 
its establishment. We pay no part 
of its expenses, we assume none Of 
the responsibility, we have even at 
times increased its difficulties. But 
we have not remained wholly 
aloof. Many individual Americans 
have had large part in the work 
of the League. Of late years our 
Government has had a _ growing 
part. 

Peace Through Co-operation. 

“Increasingly, we have come to 
recognize the need for co-operating 
with other peoples through the 
only established agencies existing 
for that purpose. and as years g0 
on, as we forget some of our 
prejudices and closet some of our 
fears, our co-opertion is bound to 
continue to increase. 

“On the whole, I think we nave 
relatively little to be proud of in 
our American national contribu- 
tion to the establishment of the 
processes of peace since 1918. 

Prof. Hudson told the teachers it 
was their duty to contribute to- 
peace by giving the 
next generation an untlerstanding 
of the new world order.

ONVINCED that the cre- 
ation of international 
substitutes for war is the 
most critical problem of our 
time, and that the successful 
solution of it would be a su- 
preme consummation of Christ’s 
Gospel of good-will, we appeal 
to our fellow-Christians of 
America to put foremost in 
their interest and thought this 
crucial matter on which alike 
the future of civilization and 
Christianity depends. Nothing 
else that we, as Christian 
churches, do matters much if 
another world war _ shatters 
civilization altogether. Yet such 
a catastrophe is inevitable un- 
less the nations forestall it by 
the positive substitution of co- 
operative methods for mutual 
slaughter. To the support of 
this endeavor for world peace 
we American Christians, the 
custodians today of extraordi- 
nary influence and power, 
should give an @ffective and de- 
voted interest which as yet we 
have not given. 

“Under no illusions as to the 
difficulties which face those 
who would be peacemakers in 
this generation, we yet plead 
that all which we hold dear for 
ourselves and our children, and 
all that we work for as Chris- 
tians concerned for the faith 
and the spiritual quality of men, 
is at stake. Christianity as a 
whole is at stake. The Gospel 
of the Prince of Peace cannot 
be reconciled with war or per- 
manently live in the same 
world with it. Another inter- 
national conflict would be a 
devastating blow not only to 
the institutions but to the spirit 
of Christianity. 


Fear Economic Imperialism in 
United States. 

“Convinced that narrow na- 
tionalism, economic imperial- 
ism, racial bitterness, cynical 
distrust of human nature's po- 
tentialities for peace, and all 
the other causes and abettors 
of war are still dominant among 
all the nations, we plead against 
complacent optimism concern- 
ing international affairs. ‘The 
reality of the danger never was 
more manifest. Even among 
our own people, the most pow- 
erful in resources and most safe 
in situation, we are being and 
will be tempted to follow the 
dangerous paths of economic 
imperialism and make more in- 


“‘Whatever may be the differ- 
ent opinions as to ways and 
means which we, as individuals 
hold, as Christians we owe it to 
our consciences, our nation, our 
civilization and our’ Christ to 
put the peace question foremost 
in ou thought and effort. 
Never in history did the Chris- 
tian churches have a clearer 
call at all costs to withstand the 
paganism which worships Cae- 
sar and to claim Christ as the 
rightful Lord of all human re- 
lationships.”’

Trotzky and Companion 
Thwarted in Attempt to Hold 
Meeting; Zinovieff Jeered. 


By the Associated Press, 
MOSCOW, Nov. 11.—Details of 


counter demonstrations which oc- 
curred on the tenth anniversary 
celebration of the bolshevik rev- 
olution are just beginning to filter 
through a mass of reports. 


Caricatures showing the Russian 
Communist party imprisoned be- 
hind bars were posted on walls in 
various sections of the city by op- 
positionists on the night before 
the demonstration. During the 
celebration marching columns were 
showered with oppositionist 
pamphlets. 

Participants in the counter dem- 
onstrations were made up mainly 
of students and a few communists, 
while nonparty workers proved the 
most loyal in resenting vigorously 
all efferts at counter demonstra- 
tions. 

The greatest excitement started 
near the Trotzky gate to the 
Kremlin, where Leon Trotzky and 
Leon B. Kameneff, both of whom 
have lost their former prestige In 
communist circles, appeared at an 
open window abéve which 
stretched a red streamer bearing 
a large picture of Trotzky. 

Fight Over Trotzky. 

A loyal communist reaching 
down from the roof in an effort 
to tear down Trotzky’s picture en- 
countered the gigantic Muraloff, 
formerly commander of the Mos- 


most devoted followers. A strug- 
gle between the two men ensued 
with the combatants climbing up 
and down the walls of the build- 
ing. Muraloff showed superb ac- 
robatic skill in downing his oppo- 
nent. 

The spec@icle soon divided the 
onlooking crowd into two distinct 
camps. A number of students and 
bourgeoise spectators behind the 
militia lines cheered Trotzky. The 
anniversary celebrants began jeer- 
ing. 

Zinovieff Jeered, 

At this point the oppositionist 
leaders withdrew from the win- 
dow. Later they attempted to ad- 
dreas demonstrators in front of the 
Alexandrovsky railway station, but 
jeers and boos quickly rendered a 
speech impossible and forced the 
speaker’s swift retreat.

Mussolini plans to reduce the 
number of members in the lower 
house of Parliament by more than 


oge-fourth, proclaiming simultah- 
ly that only one party exists jn 
Italy, namely, the Fascist, and that, 
therefore, the only electoral ticket 
to be presented is that of his own 
party. 
How System Will Work. 

The mechanism through which 
the new members of Parliament 
will be elected is as follows: The 
14Fascist “Guilds” into which 
the’entire population of the king- 
dom is divided representing both 
employers and employes, will sub- 
mit lists of candidates the number 
of which has not yet been fixed, 
to the grand council of the party. . 

The council will examine the 
lists with a view to choosing 
whose Fascist allegiance is 
lutely sure, who represent not

The council has, therefore, the 
right to eliminate whatever can- 
didates it considers unfit, substitut- 
ing others.

Method Discussed of State Sur- 
vey to Show Need of More 
Funds for Schools. 


The heads of five State teachers’ 
colleges and Dr. Stratton D. Brooks’ 
president of the University of Mis- 
souri, met at Hotel Sattler today 
to discuss the method of conduct- 
ing a survey upon which they have 
cctermined, by means of which it 
ix hoped the need for ~-cater ap- 
vropriations for the institutions 
will be shown, 

Dr. Brooks, in commenting on 
th. ation, said conditions att » 


university are bad enough, due to 
insufficient funds, but that 
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plight of the State teachers’ col- 
leges is worse.” 

Heads of State teachers’ coil- 
leges here with Dr. Brooks are 
Joseph A. Serena, Cape Girardeau; 
Uel W. Lamkin, Maryville: Eugene 
l’air, Kirksville; Roy Fair, Spring- 
field, and W. W. Parker, dean of 
the faculty at Warrensburg. 

“Although the number of stu- 
dents attending the university and 
t'e nmimber of those taking teach- 
ers’ course at the Stat’ colleges t- 
increasing constantly, our appro- 
priations are b ing decreased,” Dr. 
Brooks said. “For the year 1925, 
the university’s appropriation was 
decreased $626,000 and last year 
an additional decrease of $110,000 
was made. ‘ 

“This, in spite of the fact that 
more students are being graduat- 
ed from the high schools of Miés- 
souri than ever before and conse- 
quently the enrollments of the 
university and teachers’ colleges 
constantly are growing. 

“We have determined that a 
comprehensive survey, which shall 
be exact in every detail, should be 
made so the people of the State 


: 


“the will know what is happening at 


their educational institutiens . It 
will be the first time such @ @ur- 
vey has been made in the State 
and we feel sure that when its re- 
sults are made known, there will 
be a demand from citizens gener- 
ally for increased appropriations 
for these institutions.” 

The educators conferred during 
the day with Floyd W. Reeves, a 
member of the faculty of the 
University af Kentucky, who has 
rhade several surveys in. other 
states, such as that planned here. 
It is likely Reeves will be asked 
to take control. of the propased 
Missouri educatfnal survey, Dr.

The bodies of the children, at- 
tired in night clothes, were in bed. 
The mother had died on her knees 
by the side of a cot on which her 
youngest child, Carl, 4 years old, 
lay. Her arms were about him. 

Mrs. Wywias’ earnings as a 
clothes presser amounted to about 
$25 a week. After her rent of $22 
a month had been paid, there was 
not enough to feed and clothe the 
children and herself properly, so 
that they had been accepting char- 
ity from a nursery, which had pur- 
chased a new pair of shoes for each 
of the children. The gas meter was 
locked for nonpayment of bills. 
The mother was obliged to break 
the meter to kill herself and the 
children.

UF BERTRAND RUSSELL 


Philosopher © Says Children 
Should Know Use of What 
They Learn, 


“Most children hate learning be- 
cause they are made to learn too 
much and things of which they do 
not see the usefulness,” Bertrand 
Russell, noted English philosopher, 
told the Missouri State Teachers’ 
Association at the Coliseum today. 

Russell touched the international 
theme of the Armistice Day pro- 
gram by declaring “education is 


the key to all that is important to- 
day in the relations of nations.” 
He objected to the forceful meth- 
od of education. “Aristotle,” he 
remarked, “said man was an ani- 


mal with a love for knowledge.

| and the Good Life,” the title of one 
‘of his recent books. 
| He enumerated four qualities 
| of the good life—vitality, courage, 
| sensitiveness and inteliigence. 

Vitality Important Early. 

“Vitality is most important early 
'in life,” said the philosopher, who 
'himself has children and conducts 
'a school in England. “Some chil- 
dren, particularly in Europe, are 
‘subjected too much to books so 
'that they lose their vitality. Chil- 
dren should spend a great deal of 
their time in the open air. And 
this requires concentration on 
‘study when they are in the class- 
| room. 

“Keep the child free from fear. 
|A great many childish fears are ac- 
‘quired by suggestion from adults. 
Only a few fears are instinctive in 
‘children, such as fear of loud 
noises. The majority of fears are 
‘acquired by example of grownup 
people. So it is of enormous im- 
|portance that people who come 
‘into contact with children should 
'be free from all fears, moral and 
| physical, in order that the child 
may profit by the example of cour- 
are. 
| “Fear is the great source of 
'eruelty. Nine-tenths of all-forms 
'of cruelty are due to fear. 

“Another essential is freedom 

from oppression of herd instinct. 
|All progress demands the ability to 
‘detach yourself and to feel and 
'think and act independently. Con- 
‘sequently, to accomplish progress, 
'we must have a society in which 
‘people can think and act inde- 
| pendently. 

| “Occasionally people ask what I 
‘would do to secure obedience from 
'children. I tell them I would do 
| nothing. Whenever I want obe- 
| dience from my children I request

LESSON FOR ST. LOUIS 
IN LOS ANGELES SURVEY 


Harland Bartholomew Again 


Stresses Need Here for 
Outer Park System. 


There is an example for  §&t. 
Louis in the $100,000 study of 


public recreational needs undertak- 
en by a civic group in Los Angelés, 
in the opinion of Harland Bar- 
tholomew, engineer of the St. Louis 
City Plan Commission and presi- 
dent of the Park and Playground 
Association. 

Bartholomew, a nationally- 
known city planner, and Frederick 
law Olmsted, landscape architect 
of Brookline, Mass., have been en- 
gaged Ao make the Los Angeles 
survey, which will require a year. 
Bartholomew will go there in 
January and his associate, L. D. 
Tilton, is there now. The survey 
will cover needs and possibilities 
of parks, playgrounds, beaches, 
boulevards and forest preserves in 
the large metropolitan area of the 
Southern California community. 

“This is the sort of thing we 
should have done for St. ° Louis 
years ago,” Bartholomew said to- 
day. “We have done nothing since 
the voters defeated an outer park 
proposal in 1908. Extremely in- 
teresting and beautiful outlying 
recreational areas here are still 
available at reasonable prices, and 
we could develop one of the finest 
regional park systems of any city 
in. the country. 

Co-operation Lacking. 

“The constant lack of co-opera- 
tion between the city and the coun- 
ty, the hypothetical barrier, has 
made it more or less impossible to 
get at the type of planning and ac- 
complishment in building a park 
gystem that should be undertaken. 
We can build a system here now 
much cheaper than almost any 
other large city, but we seem to 
be following the example of most 
large cities and waiting till we 
have excessive population and high 
land values, with most of our good 
opportunities spoiled before we un- 
dertake to provide necessary recre- 
ational needs. It is curious that in 
one State, Kansas City and St. 
Louis represent the two extremes 
in boulevard development.” 

Among the objects of metropoli- 
tan development to be advocated 
by the Regional Planning Federa- 
tion formed here some months ago 
is a park and playground system 
in the surrounding counties of 
Missouri and Illinois. One of the

Detailed Information Which Wil

First there is our own or Ameri- 
can cheese, other names of this 
are cheddar and store cheese, al- 
though the latter is merely col- 
loquial. This is made either of 
whole milk or of skimmed milk, 
the price and food value varying 

accordingly. 

Perhaps the simplest way to 
classify cheese roughly is as hard 
and soft. One of the hard cheeses 
is Edam, This is made in Holland 
and comes in the form of a sphere 
with an outer coating which has 
been colored red, 

Camembert is a soft cheese that 
was originally made in France. It 
is creamy and of a very decided 
flavor. It is usually put up in 
round wood boxes or tins, Parse- 
mens or Russian cheese is another 
hard cheese which comes from 
Italy. It breaks up into bits that 
have a decided granular appear- 
ance. It is possible iy tpis coun- 
try to purchase it gratea and put 
up in bottles so as to make it con- 
venient to serve as seasoning for 
One important

Still another popular form of 
cheese is Roquefort. This is a 
French cheese and is made either 
from sheep or goats’ milk. Those 
who do not enjoy cheese protest 
against its green mottled appear- 
ance. This is caused by the molds 
that lie in the breadcrumbs used 
in its making. It is the green mold 
that gives the particular flavor to 
Roquefort ch ese. There are, of 
course, a number of other varieties 
but the ones named are the most 
popular and are the kinds that 
will give you such a service as you 
have in mind.
